Whereas, we believe that tlie* plan 
of tIn* United States Manufacturers 
and Merchants association of limited 
saloons and transferable licenses is 
designed to solve the liquor problem 
and put an end to the evils growing 
out of the liquor traffic when 
not 
properly regulated, as well as in­ 
tolerable conditions 
which 
result 
from total prohibition, and. 
Whereas, we believe 
this 
plpn 
would take the saloon keeper out of 
politics by making the tenure of his 
license depend upon absolute com­ 
pliance with the law and not upon 
the whim of any other man, or set 
of men, therefore be it. 
Resolved, that in the event of this 
city voting to return to the license 
system, that we favor an ordinance 
embodying the following provisions: 
First, no brewer, distiller, agen or 
wholesale liquor dealer shall own the 
fixtures, pay for the license or sign 
the bond of any saloon keeper, 
Second, there shall 
he approxi­ 
mately one saloon for every thous­ 
and of population and the license 
fee shall not be loss than $1 000 per 
annum payable not less than semi­ 
annually. 


Third, saloon license 
shall 
be 
transferable and renewed automati­ 
c a lly each year on payment of an- i 
nual license fee, but the same shall ; 
he forever forfeited on conviction of 
owner for violation of tin* law. 
Fourth, license shall be revoked j 
upon conviction of selling liquor to j 
minors, habitual drunkards, or in­ 
toxicated persons.

“ Paragraph 1 2 , section 127 of the 
general school law provides that it 
shall he the duty of the board of ed­ 
ucation to prepare and publish an­ 
nual!} in some newspaper, or in pain 
phlet form, a report including the 
school attendance in the year pre­ 
ceding, the program of studies, the 
number of persons between the ages 
of 12 and 21 unable to read 
and 
write, and a statement of the 
re­ 
ceipts and expenditures, with 
the 
balance on hand. 


“ An institution like 
the 
public 
school maintained at public expense, 
is strengthened by the widest pub­ 
licity concerning the manner of col­ 
lecting and spending money neces­ 
sary to maintain it. The people have 
a right to know how the money is 
raised and for what purpose It is ex­ 
pended. 1 believe thoroughly in the! 
wisdom of requiring the publication 
of an annual statement from the r e ­ 
sponsible officers.” 
It will be seen by Superintendent 
B la ir’s letter that, the school law, as 
i recently passed by the legislature, 
specifically requires the publication 
of receipts and expenditures In ad­ 
dition U) this Prof. Blair is very cm 
phatis in believing that every officer 
should make public a statement as 
to the money he receives and pays 
out and favors the utmost publicity 
in all matters of that kind. 
T.to law which controls this mat- 
ter ay well as the publication of re­ 
ceipts and expenditures for other of­ 
ficers can be found under the title 
of “ Public Funds” in any copy of 
the statute and there is no reason 
why this law should not be enforced. 
The people have a right to know for 
what money which they pay is ex­ 
pended and both state and county of­ 
ficers are required to make this state 
merit, and there should he no legiti­ 
mate reason why township officers 
should not make the statements as 
required by law.
